The unit of value in the old Roman coinage, corresponding to 
our cent, was made of copper or mixed metal (aes, aeris, .). A 
common form of this coin had the two-faced head of Janus on one 
side and the prow of a ship on the other (whence the expression 
used by Roman boys in tossing up, Capita aut navim).
